only in prime viis, the ſuddenneſs of its effet 
too, ſhows that it has no time to, mix with the 
Blood, to-put it into any great Commotion.. 
Thar ths heaving of the Breaſt, and the Ex+ 
traofdinary motion of theMuſcles of the low- 
 erBelly, and Dzaphragm will quicken thePullſe, 
 and-make the Blood move faſter during its 
working,is without all Queſtion,but even that 
will Contribute more to the Cominution 
'and digeſtion of the Feveriſh Matter in the 
Blood, than do any harm to the Patient, ſee- 
ing that ceaſeth ſo ſoon as the Vomit hath 
done Operating. 
'To call this an innovation. in the practice 
of Medicine, is to ſpeak againſt the current 
of the Phyſicians 'of all Ages, as well-as a- 
gainſt the General Maxims of Phyfick. It is 
true the Ancients knew no other Vomits, but 
what were of the Vegetable kind;-and theſe 


were Either too weak, ſuch as the Decoitjon of

Hyſop, Oyle and Water, common Ozymel; &e. 
and confequently had either litcle or/n0 cf-, 
fe&, orthele which hada'deleterious and poi
